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Sec. 7. Every milk dealer who runs a milk wagon, milk 
depot or sells milk from a store,,ip the cities that have over 
ten thousand inhabitants, in the srate of Iowa, shall obtain a 
permit from the state dairy commiaaioner's office for which he 
shall pay the sum of one dollar (,1.00) annually. The com­
miaaioner shall keep a book iu which shall be registered the 
name, location and namber of each dealer in milk, and a 
record of each analysis. Whoever violates the provisions of 
this section upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not leas 
than ten dollars <,10.00) nor more than twenty-five dollars 
(125.00). 

Sm. 8. The dairy commiaaioner or his agents shall have 
power and authority to open anr can or vessel containing 
milk which is oftered for sale, ana may inspect the contents 
thereof and may take therefrom samples of milk for analysis. 

Sm. 9. That there is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the State treasury not otherwise appropriated the 
sum of twenty-five hundred dollars or so much as may be 
neceasar1 for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
this act,

SBOTIOB 1. That the home for the blind located at Knox­

ville, in Marion county, shall be known 88 "The Industrial 
Home for the Blind." 

Szo. 2. That the objects of said home are, first, to instruct 
the adnlt bJind of the state, who may be admitted thereto, in 
some suitable trade or avocation. in order to enable them to 
earn their own support or contribute thereto; and, second to 
mmish a working homeior snch of the adult blind of the state 
as have learned a trade or avocation, and may desire to re­
main or be employed in the said home. 

Sm. S. Every adolt blind ~rson who has a l.al settle­
ment in the state of Iowa, and who is physically and mentally 
able to peform such manual labor as may be required in the 
trades or avocations carried on at said home, shall be eli­
gible to become an inmate thereof, under such reasonable rules 
and restrictions as ~ay be adopted by· the commiaaionen or 
trustees in charge of said home. 
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8.a. 4. The said home shall be under the management 
and control of six trustees, one of whom shall be a woman, 
and one of whom shall be a resident of Marion county; and 
not more than three of the male members of said board shall 
be members of the same political party. A majority of said 
board shan constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

No member of the general assembly shall be eligible to 
membership on said boird. 

S.,. 5. Said trostees shall be elected by the Twenty-fourth 
General Assembly, two for two years. tWt) for four years. and 
two for six yean; their successors to be elected for six years 
each by. s1lcceedinp: general. asaemblies, and the terms of 
office of the trustees elected by the Twenty-fourth General 
Assembly shall commence on the fint Monday of May 1892.

To manage and control the said nome and all its 
property both real and personal, to direct and order the pur­
chase of suppijes for said home and the material for use in the 
manufactures therein carried on, and to provide for the proper 
marketing of the manufactured products of said home. 

SiflJth. To make reasonable rules and regulations for the 
government of said home, and prescribe the terms and condi­
tions for the admisaion of blind persons thereto and discharge 
therefrom. 

&venth. To direct the eXJ>enditure of all appropriations 
which may from time to time be made by the general assem­
blies for the use of said home, as well 88 the proceeds of the 
sale of articles manufactured therein. 
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SBO. 7. Said trustees shall receive for their servicee four 
dollars pel' dar, and such mileage or expenses as may now or 
hereafter be allowed by law for trustees of other- state insti­
tutions. 

SBa. 8. The treasurer of said board shall Eive bond in such 
sum as the board may require, conditioned for the faithful 
accounting for all moneys that may come into his bands. 

SEC. 9. The said board of trustees shall keep a full and 
complete record of their proceedin~8, includi~ all receipts 
and expenditures, and shall file in the office of the ~vernor, 
tbeir biennial report not later than the first day of September 
preceedin~ the regular meeting pf each J1;eneral assembly.

Tweutieth General Assembly. as amended by section 1 of 
chapter 149 of the acts of the Twenty-first General Assembly, 
be amended as follows, to-wit: By striking out the words, "a 
suitable number of deputies," in line two of said section 2. 
and inserting. in lieu thereof, the words: "such number of 
deputies as shall be approved by the stste board of health;"

.. at their own expense," and inserting. in lieu thereof, the 
words: "at a reasonable expense;" also by adding at the end 
of section 4 of said chapter 1f15 of the acts ot the Twentieth 
General AssemblI, as amended by section 2 of chapter 149 of 
the acts of th~ Twenty-first General Assembly, the words: 
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
